1 To leview the question of Mimng Engmeeiing Educa- 
tion and Tiaming fiom time to time 

2 To suggest the lines along which fuitlicr impiove- 
ments m standards of couiscs, practical tunning and 
teaching facilities should lake place to match the needs 
of the industry both iiu regard to technology and 
safety. 

3 To suggest ways and means of ellectmg and improv- 
mg liaison between the mining industry and the teach- 
ing institutions, and 

4. Other connected malteis which may be leferred to 
It by Govemment. 

This Board may meet as often as is necessary and at least 
once a yeai. It may constitute sub-gioups/study-gioups for 
dealing wilh specific problems.
